more and more dangerous, 


The more informal inter- 
view system works quite 
successfully in some 
states,’’ he said, and people 
who are fined are required to 
take further driving train- 
ing. He further criticized 
the present system for the 
fact that the cases are not 
treated in any depth.

Miss Hunley outlined a two-pronged campaign, com- 
prising an intensive information phase which begins im- 
mediately, to be augmented next month by a major 
crackdown by R.C.M.P. and municipal police forces 


Police action will include numerous spot checks, at 
which police will stop groups of cars at random to examine 
registration and insurance documents. 


While conducting these checks, police will be watching 
for signs of impairment, and drivers who have had too 
much to drink can expect penalties ranging from a verbal 
caution or a 24-hour license suspension, to immediate 


arrest, substantial fines, and even jail terms 


A recent survey conducted for the solicitor general's of- 


fice showed the public is largely unaware of the magnitude 
of the drinking driver problem, but concerned with it 
“Although Albertans don’t know how many people are 
killed and injured by drinking drivers every year,’’ com 
mented Miss Hunley, ‘our survey uncovered a demand for 


increased police auction.” 


Last year 400 Albertans died in traffic accidents and 
8.600 were injured

Other vital points brought 
before the Westlock MD. 
council by the Vimy dele 
gates clearly indicated that 
a sewage system for the 
hamlet would improve living 
conditions for the citizens 
of Vimy and encourage resi 
dents to move into the hamlet 
thus ensuring its economic 
survival, 

In concluding the sub- 
mission to Council, the dele 
gates pointed out the unsat- 
isfactory data relatin 
present private septic tank 
and disposal field facilities 
Of the 36 homeowners in 
Vimy, nine are using septic 
tanks with no tile fields; 
two residents have septic 
tanks equipped with filters, 
13 have septic tanks with 
tile fields and 12 homeown- 
ers have no sewage disposal 
systems at all. Of the total, 
only 12 sewage disposal sys- 
tems in Vimy have been 
approved and 24 systems 
are reported to be malfunc- 
tioning, 

The Vimy delegation plans 
to meet with the Westlock 
M.D, council in the near 
future, now that information 
has been obtained from Mar- 
shall, Sask,, where an effi-

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Sewage System Viewed By St. Albert Area Team 


Every community, be it 
large or small, generates a 
certain volume of sewage, 
If the community happens 
to have a population of 300 
residents or less, a com- 
munity sewage system is 
out of the question because 
of costs and other restraints 

If this philosophy seems 
unfair and somewhat brutal, 
the fact remains that a tiny 
community, a hamlet or even 
a village that cannot raise a 
of million dollars 


quarter 

for a sewage system of the 
conventional type has to 
make-do with septic tanks 


and disposal fields, 

Private septic tanks con- 
nected to a variety of dis- 
posal fields, either tiled or 
not, some including filters 
and some without, have ser- 


ved many tiny centres quite 
adequately until population 
growth was such whereby 
the more sophisticated cone 
ventional sewage system 


could be put in, ‘Quite ade- 
quately,’’ must be empha- 
sized here because such sep- 
tic tank systems do not funce 


tion properly all the time in 
any community, Many fac- 
tors have to be considered 
here, For example, in some 
communities, where septic 
tanks and disposal fields 
function well, the success 
there may be directly att- 
ributed to soil conditions, 
natural drainage and the 


care with which the system 
was initially installed, 

In our area we have many 
centres with populations of 
less than 300 citizens, For 
example, let’s look at Vimy, 
located about 30 miles north- 
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west of St, Albert, This com. 
munity has a population at 
present of 125 residents liv- 
ing in 36 homes, For the past 
year, interested residents of 
Vimy have been investigating 
the possibilities of putting 
in a community sewage SYySe 
tem, The importance of con 
verting private septic tanks 
and disposal fields to acome 
munity system has manifes- 
ted itself in such a way 
whereby Ken W, McAmmond 
senior public health inspec- 
tor with the Sturgeon Health 
Unit in St, Albert has become 
very much involved, In the 
course of his involvement, 
Mr. McAmmond, working 
closely with a small group 
of concerned Vimy citizens 
helped compile athick dosier 
on vital statistics relating 
to the need of a better sew- 
age system in Vimy, This 
data has since been presen- 
ted to the Municipal District 
Council of Westlock for cone 
sideration, While _ this 
groundwork was being done 
on the local level, Mr. Mc- 
Ammond obtained from the 
Saskatchewan Department of 
Agriculture, Family Farm 
Improvement Branch, thor- 
dughly-described data on a 
plan which has been working 
very well for tiny commune 
ities in our neighboring pro- 
vince, The data supplied ine 
cluded cost estimates for a 
typical community with a 
population of 150 residents, 
which showed that a comm- 
unity sewage system could 
be installed at a fraction of 
the cost of a conventional 
sewage system, 

Main points revealed in 
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the data supplied by the Sask 
atchewan Department of 
Agriculture showed _ that 
two-inch plastic pipe met all 
Specifications and meant a 
tremendous saving, Another 
important factor was the 
minimum cost involved in 
the actual installation of the 
plastic pipe network, as well 
as the modest, yet very sat- 
isfactory sewage lagoon, 
All-in-all, the report from 
the Saskatchewan Family 
Farm Improvement Branch 
clearly indicated that there 
was a feasible solution for 
the tiny centre with sewage 
problems, 

Further investigation by 
Mr. McAmmond revealed 
that a project, as described 
by the Saskatchewan report 
was in operation in several 
hamlets and villages in our 
eastern neighboring pro- 
vince and arrangements 
could be made to set-up an 
official visit, 

Last Thursday a two-car 
delegation motored to Mare 
shall, Saskatchewan and the 
plastic-pipe, do-it-yourself 
sewage system was seen in 
action, Included in the dele- 
gation were; Ken McAmm- 
ond, senior public health in- 
Spector of St, Albert; MLA 
Ernie Jamison; Westlock 
Reeve Bob McLaughlin; Jim 
Henderson, hotel proprietor 
in Vimy; Gerald B, Samuel, 
engineer with the Alberta 
Department of the Environ- 
ment, Pollution Control Div- 
ision; Peter Lee, Redwater 
public health inspector and 
Glyn Williams, Westlock 
public health inspector, and 
Ovi Baril of The Gazette, 

Marshall, Saskatchewan 
is located 10 miles east of 
Lloydminster, has a popula- 
tion of 225 citizens and was 
one of the first villages to 
take advantage of the plastic 
pipe sewage system scheme 
initiated by the Saskatche- 
wan Department of Agri- 
culture, 

Mayor of Marshall, Jim 
Broley eloquently welcomed 
the Alberta delegates and 
proudly reviewed the events 
which lead to the installa- 
tion of a community sewage 
system in his village, 

‘We started thinking 
about putting in a commune 
ity system back in 1966,’’ 
Mayor Broley said, ‘‘but the 
cost figures we were gett- 
ing, like $110,000.00 were 
absolutely unrealistic for a 
village the size of Marshall 
where we were looking at 
about 50 hook-ups, "’ 

That was when we got in 
touch with our Family Farm 
Improvement Branch and 
received a plan where we 
could have a sewage system 
that would cost us under 
$80,000, We were imme= 
diately very interested be- 
cause that was a figure we 
felt our village could handle 
comfortably, he said, 
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Following many emer- 
gency village council meet- 
ings, we adopted a plan 
whereby it became economi- 
cally feasible for us to go 
ahead, Mr. Broley said, 

‘We had $6,000 in the 
bank,”’ the genial mayor re- 
vealed, ‘‘we were pledged 
$100 from our provincial 
government for each hooke 
up, which meant another 
$5,000 for 50 hook-ups and 
we borrowed $20,000 from 
the bank,’’ That was the cap= 
ital funds we had to work 
with, 

After drafting a local by- 
law establishing prepayment 
of hook-up costs at $325 
per, plus a monthly con- 
sumption charge of $7 per 
month, we signed an agree- 
ment with a contractor to 
do the ditching and bedding 
down of plastic lines, also 
the construction of 2600,000 
gallon lagoon, Work started 
in May of 1967 and the whole 
system was completed and in 
operation by September of 
that year, 

‘In retrospect,’ Mr, 
Broley said, ‘‘during the past 
seven years we have had our 
sewage system in operation, 
we have spent about $50,000 
we’re up-to-date with all our 
payments and as our village 
expands, we have no trouble 
financing the increased de- 
mands on our network,” Mr, 
Broley revealed that at pre- 
sent, the Village of Marshall 
has 72 hook-ups and feels 
confident that his villages 
sewage system can adequat- 
ely serve a community of up 
to 300 hook-ups. 

In answer to many ques- 
tions from the delegates, 
Mayor Broley was very 
proud to reveal that the Mar- 
shall sewage system has yet 
to experience trouble with 
frost and he attributes this 
Success to the fact that the 
plastic pipe networkwas laid 
10 ft. deep instead of the 
Suggested 8-foot depth. He 
also pointed out that a narr- 
ow gauge trencher which cuts 
a six-inch slit is more than 
adequate for the job and is of 
course much cheaper to hire 
and the job gets done quicker, 
“Time and money are saved 
when this type of trenching 
is employed,’’ Mayor Broley 
said, ‘because of the simple 
fact that a smaller mach- 
ine requires a smaller crew 
and no shoring is required, 
the whole job can be done in 
the matter of a few months, ’’ 

In Marshall, two-inch 
plastic pipe was used 
throughout the village, ine 
cluding the two main lines 
which bring the effluent to 
the lagoon, located about a 
quarter of a mile east of 
the village, The lagoon ite 
self is located in a low spot 
of about two acres in size, 
It has an adequate protec- 
tive fence and was excava- 
ted and lined with concrete 
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Mayor Jim Broley of Marshall, Saskatchewan is not 


at all a bashful man, however, when The Gazette photo- 
grapher took this picture. His Worship just happened

slabs, The bottom of the 
lagoon is v-shaped and has 
to be flushed out about every 
two years, The effluent, with 
its valuable phosphorous 
goes on to the land, 

Secretary-treasurer of 
the Village of Marshall, 
Fred Lonsdale, has been the 
financier of the whole opera- 
tion from its very inception, 
He admitted to the Alberta 
delegation that the Marshall 
Village Council, including 
himself didn’t know much 
about sewage systems when 
they got involved seven years 
ago, ‘‘But we learned a lot 
in a heck of a hurry,’’ he 
said, He told the delegation 
that the Saskatchewan Fame 
ily Farm Improvement 
Branch mailed the Marshall 
Village Council aset of plans 
with the promise that gov- 
ernment consultants would 
oversee the installation of 
the project... “but nobody 
came, so we simply forged 
ahead on our own and I must 
say we did very well,’”’ 

Mr, Lonsdale confirmed 


the mayor’s statement that 
council encountered no maj- 
or problems, either finan- 
cial, technical or otherwise 
and concluded by saying that 
any community with a small 
population need not be with- 
out a sewage facility. 

Marshall council officials 
strongly urged the Alberta 
delegation to install water 
and sewage at the same time 
if feasible, also suggested 
that at least one hydrant per 
block be installed where a 
water supply network was 
being contemplated,

Trustee Don Munro, on 
behalf of the Buildings and 
Properties Committee, pro- 
posed that top soil be spread 
on the Paul Kane School play- 
ground at an estimated cost 
of $12,000, In speaking to 
his motion, Mr, Munro said 
the top soil would be the 
first phase in landscaping 
of that school’s playground, 
He also urged that the pro-

mously at an estimated cost 
of $700,
